If Great Britain produced all its require- 
ments in pig meat, and if there were a 
reasonable expectation of profit, it has been 
estimated that additional employment would 
he found for from 68,000 to men. 
This statement was made by the Karl of 
Radnor in a lecture on ““ Organisation and 
Expansion of the Pig Industry,’ before the 
Farmers’ Club, at the Royal United Service 
Institution, London.

Canada.

ance and Belgium advanced their 
clocks an hour, but it will not be the turn 
of Great Britain and Ireland until April 
16th and 17th, while Holland delays the 
coming of summer-time until May 2ist 
and 22nd. This lack of uniformity pre- 
sents a big problem to the international 
railways, but once the whole of Western 
Europe falls into line—for there is 
summer-time, too, in Spain and Portugal 
—the question is greatly simplified; for 
Western time and Central European time 
will then coincide—with the exception, let 
it be said, of Amsterdam, where summer- 
time will be twenty minutes in advance of 
Central European time.

Government has 
asked to assist Northern Ireland in 
respect of its trade in bakers’ bread with 
the Free State. It will be recalled that

.. | Ireland sends 
bread into the Bree State to the value of 
£200,000 annum, as the “‘ wheat 
quota" ig. %o the Six Counties, 
inasmuch asa no Wheat is grown here of a 
milling guitable for bread, the 
demand is for a rebate equal to the 
quota payments, as if the bread had been 
made from flour in respect of which qnota 
payments had been male. 

A sub-section to that effect has been 
added to the Wheat Quota Bill at pre- 
sent before the British House of Com- 
mons, and it also includes a rebate for 
biscuits sent across the border. The 
request of the Northern Ireland trade 
was reasonable, and its acceptance should 
help to build up business mlationships 
between North and South. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SITUATION. 


The unempl nt figures reflecting 
the state of sv in the North have, 
happily, decreased to a substantial extent 
since the beginning of the year; yet, de- 
stitation is still acute in Belfast. It is 
estimated that on March 2ist, 1932, ap- 
proximately 192,850 persons between the 

s of 16 and 64 were in employment in 

orthern Ireland in the trades included 
in the unemployment insurance scheme. 

These num indicate that 2,500 more 

rsons were employed than a month 

fore, and 18,580 more than on the cor- 
responding date in March, 1931. Every- 
one will rejoice at this improvement in the 
field of labour. The present total of the 
workless, as registered in the Labour Ex- 
changes, is 59,747, as compared with 
75,262 just a year ago. 

Nevertheless, the situation is still most 
unsatisfactory, and the Belfast Board of 
Guardians, at its meeting this week, 
passed a resolution impressing upon the 
Government and the City Council the 
urgency of formulating further relief 
schemes so as to absorb all men allocated 
work under the Exceptional Distress Re- 
lief Act, in addition to the ordinary 
relief schemes of the Corporation. The 
Ministry concerned is also requested to 
increase its grants for this purpose from 
25 per cent. to 50 per cent. in order to 
provide additional work. 


LONDONDERRY COLLEGE. 


The refusal of the Northern Govern- 
ment to give a grant to the McCrea-

MULLINGAR, Thursday. 
T the meeting of Mullingar Town Com- 
missioners to-day—Mr. P. Doone 
presiding 
lingar branch of the Railway Employés’ Pro- 
teetion Association came before the meeting 
in . connection with the railway transport 
problem. 

Mr. T. Cousins, speaking on behalf of the 
deputation, said that they came before the 
Board to ask them to support the railway 
employés’ manifesto. 

The Chairman said that undoubtedly the 
railways had to work under very great diffi- 
culties in consequence of the uncontrolled 
and unrestricted motor competition on the 
roads. In this matter he did not think 
there was any country in the world so badly 
hit as Ireland. The ratepayers and tax- 
payers had to mantain the roads, and the 
material used had been largely imported, 

The followimg resolution was unanimously 
adopted, on the motion of the chairman, 
seconded by Mr. John Mcheown: 

“That we view with grave concern the 
serious menace which is threatening the trade 
and existence of the towns and villages in 
the Irish Free State by the support and 
influence given to the present unregulated 
and uncontrolled road motor conveyances. 
We believe that the direct motor service, as 
at present constituted, has been in no small 
measure responsible for the subsiantial cur- 
tailment of employment, and decrease in the 
valuation of the railways, both of which have 
resulted in considerable loss to the rates of 
the township and to the trade of Mullingar. 

“We are of the opinion that legislation 
should be enacted to either restrict the 
existing transport vehicles, or place them in 


| more equitable competition with the railway 


system, and we would suggest that a maxi- 
mum axie weight for heavy lorries be em- 
badied in such legislation. 

‘We helieve that the maintenance of the 
railway system is a national: necessity, and 
that the regulation of road and rail traffic 
should receive the immediate attention of the 
Government, and that the question should 
Le dealt with without further delay.”
